leased from the program be-
cause their problem — lisping | o
stuttering, substitution of
sounds, inborn defects, or oth-
er difficulties—had been over-
come.

Tests are given to all second
and ninth graders, as well as
students new to Torrance
schools. As a result of the
tests and on recommendations
of teachers, therapists may be
called in to have sessions with
the children. Special classes
were offered In all elementary
and high schools last year.

Classes also are beiing given
at four elementary schools this
summer, with 50 minutes of
instruction for the students on
alternate days. Otherwise, the
children attend regular classes. |}
